Independent claims define a printing system/method/computer program for 

printing a plurality of print files in an electronic mail, wherein the electronic mail includes 
a setting file, a plurality of print files, and a message body that includes information to 
designated the setting file and information to designate the plurality of print files as it is 
depicted in fig. 15. The claims distinguish over the prior art in that the electronic mail 
includes the setting file, the plurality of print files, and the message body and designates 
the setting style and the print files to be printed according to the information included in 
the message body. 
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The most relevant prior art Hansen (US 6,509,974) teaches the method of 
submitting printing instruction along with the plurality of documents in electronic format. 
However, Hansen does not discloses a printing system/method/computer program for 
printing a plurality of print files in an electronic mail, wherein the electronic mail includes 
a setting file, a plurality of print files, and a message body that includes information to 
designated the setting file and information to designate the plurality of print files.
